Truman Offi- 
cials Sit Motionless as 
Verdict Is Read — 
‘More Than 5 or 6 
Ballots,’ Juror Says. 


Matthew J. Connelly and T. 


| Lamar Caudle today were found 
guilty of conspiring to defraud 


the Government by a United 


States district court jury, which 


received the case yesterday and 
deliberated about nine hours. 


Jury Foreman Herbert A. 
Giesler read the verdict at 
10:15 am. Judge Rubey M. 


Hulen set July 19 for sentenc- 
De- 
fense counsel announced that 
motions for a new trial would 
be filed. 

Connelly, who was appoint- 
ments secretary to former Presi- 
dent Truman, and Caudle, head 


of the Justice Department's tax 
division, sat motionless in the 
courtroom when the verdict was 
announced. So did Mrs. Caudle, 


a constant attendant at the 
trial, which began May 7. 
Unanimous Verdict. 

Judge Hulen thanked the 


jury, which was polled at the 
request of the defense. The poll 
revealed a unanimous verdict 
of guilty for both defendahts. 

The judge told the jurors, 
four women and eight men, 
from rural areas in eastern 
Missouri, that they had con- 
ducted themselves “in a serious 
manner.” They were advised 
they were under no obligation 
to discuss the verdict. 

“If anyone presses you for a 
discussion, you may report that 
to the court,” Judge Hulen re- 
marked, 

With the court's admonition 
fresh in mind, the jurors de- 
clined to discuss the verdict 
with reporters. Asked if five or 
six ballots were taken, a woman 
juror replied, “It was more than 
five or six.” She would say no 
more. 

Connelly, wearing a gray suit, 
said, “No comment,” when re- 
porters approached. His $5000 
bond was continued 

Caudle was required to fur- 
nish a new $5000 bond because 
his bondsman died several days 
ago. While waiting in the mar- 
shal’s office he said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, “I don’t want 
to talk about it. I put all the 
truth before the jury.” 


Truman Kin Sign Bond. 


Caudle’s $5000 bond was 
signed by Mr. and Mrs. Ralph 
E. Truman, of Springfield, Mo 
Truman, a_ retired National 
Guard major general, is a cous- 
in of former President Truman. 
He and his wife appeared in the 
courtroom for the first time 
yesterday, reportedly as friends 
of Connelly. 

Judge Hulen’s courtroom was 
only partly filled when the jury 
filed in. There was a brief wait 
until the clerk appeared, in- 
creasing the tension. 


John H. Lashly of St. Louis, 
counsel for Connelly, and 
Charles J. Margiotti of Pitts- 
burgh, representing Caudle, 


again expressed belief in the in- 
nocence of their clients. The at- 
torneys declared their inten- 
tion of appealing the verdict 
“as far as is necessary to ob- 
tain vindication.” Neither ac- 
tually said the appeals would 
go to the United States Su- 
preme Court, however. 

The defendants could be sen- 
tenced to five years in prison 
and be fined $10,000 each. The 
indictment, returned by a fed- 
eral grand jury here last De- 
cember, charged Connelly, Cau- 
die and Harry |. Schwimmer, a 
Kansas City lawyer, with con- 
spiring to prevent the proseu- 
tion of Irving Sachs, a St. Louis 
income tax ader 


Sachs Fined $40,000. 


Sachs, head of Shu-Stiles, Inc. 
was fined $40,000 on a plea of 
guilty of evading $128,721 in 
taxes, but escaped going to pris- 
on because of ill health. 

Schwimmer suffered a heart 
attack during the trial and was 
removed as a defendant after 
being sent to Lutheran Hospi- 
tal May 28. He has since been 
released from the hospital. 

Government attorneys § an- 
nounced after today’s verdict 
that Schwimmer, now living in 
Puerto Rico, would be tried as 
soon as his condition warrants. 

After recovering from the 
shock of the verdict, Caudle, 
wearing a blue suit and figured 
blue and white necktie, ap- 
peared before television cam- 
eras at the Federal Building. 
He said: 

“A few minutes ago a verdict 
of guilty was returned. I want 
you to know my conscience is 
so clear and so open on the 
subject that I know I am an 
innocent man, convicted for 
something I never did. I will 
face my God, my sweet children 
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Theron Lamar Caudle, a 
North Carolina lawyer with an 
accent that ranks with the most 
remarkable in the entire South, 
has been described as “a coun- 
try boy dazzled by city slick- 
ers,’ and also as “an honorably 
motivated man, despite obvious 
shortcomings.’ 

He began career as a 
county prosecutor in the late 
1920s and reached his peak as 
an Assistant United States At- 
torney General in the Truman 
Administration, as head of the 
criminal division and later the 
tax division 

He dropped from the 
abruptly in November, 
when Harry S. Truman, 
President, fired him for 
side activities.” 

He has made much of a 
theatrical manner, both in 
courtrooms and in hearings be- 
fore Congressional committees, 
but he been much more 
than just a lawyer who puts on

Public Is Urged to Join Battle 


On Rising Juvenile Delinquency 


Community-Police Groups Are Told Help 
Is Needed—Curfew Bill Voted 


The general public, acting in 
organizations and as_ individ- 
uals, must help combat rising 
juvenile delinquency, speakers 
told residents of three police 
districts last night at a meet- 
ing at the Police Academy, 
Twelfth boulevard and Spruce 
street. 


Nationally, crime rates among 


youth are rising four times 
faster than the juvenile popu- 
lation, it was reported 

The meeting, first of a 
projected annual series, was 
attended by members of the 


Community - Police Committees 
of the Lucas avenue, Deer 
street and Carr street districts. 
Present were parents, police, 
social workers, teachers and 
clergymen. 

In a St. Louis county action 
directed at youth problems 
here, the County Council yes- 
terday approved a curfew law 
to bar unescorted persons under 
17 from automobile riding and 
from public places in the 
county's unincorporated areas. 

Curfew hours extend to mid- 
night on Fridays and Saturdays 
and run from 11 p.m. to 6 a.m. 
on other nights. The bill will 
become law 15 days after it is 
signed by County Supervisor 
Luman F. Matthews, who has 
14 days to act 

$5 to $100 Fines. 

Parents would be fined from 
$5 to $100 after receipt of a 
second notice of their chil- 
dren's violation of the law. Ex- 
ceptions permitting youths to 
be out after hours, as provided 


in the bill, include school so- 
cial affairs, emergencies and 
other “legitimate business.” 


If a police officer is unable 
to find a parent or guardian of 
a voungster who violates the 
ordinance, the officer is to re- 
tain custody of the child until 
the responsible adult is located. 


Because youth problems dif- 


fer from one community to an- 
other Councilman James A 
Singer said, any suggestion of 
forcing the proposed law on 


other areas should be avoided. 

Some similar legislation is in- 
dicated, however, Councilman 
James H. J. McNary observed 
Experience has shown that after 
curfew hours there is an influx 
of teen-agers into areas lacking 
curfew ordinances, he said. 

At the Police Academy meet- 
ing, Lt. Adolph Jacobsmeyer, 
juvenile division head, dis- 
played a graph indicating that, 
In the country as a whole since 
1920, the juvenile crime rate 
has risen four times faster 
than the juvenile population 


St. Louis statistics show an in- 
crease which is slightly less 
steep. 


Lt. Jacobsmevyer urged those 
present to inform police about 
places of unsupervised congre- 
gation by young persons He 
told of one secluded area which, 
neighbors said, had been in use 
by teen-agers as a_ shooting 
range for several months. It 
was discovered by police only 


in the investigation that fol- 
lowed the recent threatened 
fight between city and county 


youths, he said 

This area, in Lemay, he said, 
is near the city-county border, 
and yet-its use by teen-agers 
was unknown to any police of- 
ficers. 

In the question period, it 
was urged from the floor that 
officers on the beat ‘“‘just give 
the kids a kick in the pants” 
when juvenile offenses come to 
light. Jacobsmeyer smiled un- 
derstandingly but commented: 

“That’s not. the answer.” 
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in County. 


James W. Connor, St. Louis 
Crime Commission director, in 
reply to the same suggestion 
said: 

“You'll never solve teen- 
agers’ problems by clubbing 


them. Modern psychology holds 
that crime grows out of hos- 
tility, which in turn is based 
on a feeling of rejection by the 


community. Beating will only 
make those who feel rejected 
develop. greater hostility and 


want to commit more crimes.” 

Another speaker who pleaded 
for the general public to help 
curb juvenile delinquency was 


Lionel Newsom, community 
services director for the 5st 
Louis Housing Authority He 


proposed that labor unions, par- 
ent-teacher associations and 
community agencies be brough 
together to consider youtn 
problems of mutual concern 
Understanding of all raccs 
represented in the community 
should be promoted among ps 
lice officers and the general 
public, he said. This under- 
standing is needed especialiy 
when population groups are on 


the move, as now, he added 
Newsom proposed establish- 
ment of additional supervised 


recreational activities for youth, 
including drag races, disk 
jockey jamborees and daytime 
football games. 

Just which these activi- 
ties should be instituted, de- 
clared Clement S. Mihanovich, 
dtrector of the St. Louis Uni- 
versity department of sociology, 
should be determined by juve- 
nile authorities and other ex- 
perts, not by a community- 
police committee. 

“These community-police com- 
mittees were formed to curb 
juvenile delinquency through 
developing understanding be- 
tween members of the com- 
munity and the officers. It is 
not our function to determine 
which activities to set up 

“In placing blame for delin- 
quency, we must not forget 
that the moral responsibility 
of the delinquent himself is 
greater than that of parent, 
school or church.” 

Reports on how the 
munity-police groups had 
organized since their initiation 
a vear ago were made by the 
Rev. George Liebenow, for the 
Carr street district: Mrs. Pa- 
tricia Kelly, Lucas avenue dis- 
trict, and Mrs. Mary A. Jones, 
Deer street station. Mrs. Kelly 
and Mrs. Jones are Negroes

Ackerman began the investi- 


gation under instruction from 
his superior, State’s Attorney

Coutrakon is a 
Republican candidate for the 
Legislature. Hodge, also a Re- 
publican, is seeking re-election 

“The man who has ordered 
the investigation, the investi- 
gator and the person who is 
supposed to be investigated are 
all fellow candidates whose 
names will appear on the No- 
vember ballot,”’ Dressendorfer 
asserted in a prepared state- 
ment. 

“It appears to me to be in- 
credible that the persons in- 
volved in this obvious effort to 
cover wrongdoing, if any, in 
high places, could be this bold 
for obvious political advantages.

Demands Could Hardly 
Be Granted Without 
Radical Revision of 
Communist Rule.

NEW YORK, June 14—De- 
mands by Czechoslovak univer- 
sity students for more de- 
mocracy were reported yester- 
day to be among the most sweep- 
ing to be submitted to a Com- 
munist government in recent 


years. 

The demands could hardly 
be granted without radical re- 
vision of the whole basis of 
Communist rule in Czechoslo- 
vakia. They were contained in 
the text of a resolution that 
has just reached the United | 
States. 

The students have requested 
the establishment of a factual 
press and radio, abolition of the 
“index” of prohibited foreign 
literature, an end of jamming 
of Western radio broadcasts, 
critical parliamentary debates 
and no more sycophancy be- 
fore things Soviet. 

The demands have not been 


published in Czechoslovakia al- 
though they have been widely 
circulated by hand in recent 
weeks. 

A partial report on the con- | 
tents of a student resolution 
was obtained by the New York 
Times correspondent in Prague | 
Mav 27. A full text reveals 
that the demands go much fur- 
ther than had been previously 
supposed 

The text was obtained by 
Radio Free Europe, a private 
anti - Communist organization 
Officials. said a copy of the 
document had been mailed to | 
one of the radio's Western 
European offices, presumably | 
by a Czech student. 

The text was that of a draft 
approved by the Czechoslovak 
Youth Union of the Institute 
of Pedagogics in Prague and 
submitted to the central com- 
mittee of the Czechoslovak 
Communist party, the central 
committee of the Youth Union, 
the Czech Ministry of Educa- 
tion, and the Czech National 
Assernbly. 

It was one of a number of 
students resolutions drafted at 
meetings between April 24 and 
May 10. The resolutions were 
consolidated into a joint draft 
that was submitted to Educa- 
tion Minister Frantisek Kahuda 
on May 12.

The resolution (meaning 
‘the South Carolina proposal) is 
nothing but Dixiecrat sugar 
coating. It is tailormade for the 
Republicans. They . are doing 
everything they know how to 
split us. 

“We in the South are working 
day and night to overcome radi- 
cal coalitions outside the South 
that have no sympathy for or 
understanding of the problems 
we are trying to solve. 

“IT am a Southern Democrat, 
a North Carolina Democrat, and 
I refuse to be split, shaken or 
Shivered.” 

In using the word “Shivered” 
Senator Scott was hitting at 
Gov. Alan Shivers of Texas who 
in 1952 led a Southern bolt that 
cost the Democratic nominee, 
Adlai E. Stevenson, four south- 
ern states. 


Timmerman Reply. 
Rv the United Press, 

Timmerman retorted _ that 
Scott's statement was “typical 
of those few who would sell the 
South to appease left-wing ele- 
ments in the party.” 

He said the resolution to 


which Scott referred “does not 


mention and does not contem- 
plate a third party movement. 

Timmerman, reached in Co- 
lumbia, S. C., said he resented 
“the false implication made by 
Senator Scott that South Caro- 
‘lina Democrats are seeking to 
destroy the national Democratic 
party.” 

Noting that South Carolina 
Democrats supported national 
Democratic nominees in 1952, 
he said the resolution “calls for 
Southern unity and working out 
differences within the party” 
and does not “contemplate” a 
third party movement.

The Juvenile Court’s View 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

We feel that it is important to 
correct certain errors in the letter 

from Judge Edward T. Wright of the 
Brentwood Police Court, relating to 
the Juvenile Court. 

The statement is made that under 
the present law the only punishment 
that can be given a 16-year-old of- 
fender for vi.'ating traffic laws “‘is 
a jail sentenc™ in the form of a term 
in reform school.” This statement 
is not correct. The Juvenile Court 
can require the youngster to sur- 
render his driver's license for such 
period of time as the judge may 
feel is necessary. 

The letter further states that un- 
der the present law the Juvenile 
Court can do nothing to the young- 
ster until he has become a serious 
enough problem to be declared ‘‘de- 
linquent.” 

This is a rather ambiguous state- 
ment but the plain fact is that a vio- 
Jation of any ordinance or statute— 
that is, any single’ violation—is 
sufficient to enable the judge of 
the Juvenile Court to declare the 
offender a delinquent. Obviously, 
every youth declared a delinquent 
is not sent to what the letter calls 
a “reform school,”’ because that is 
not in many cases required. 

There is no question about the 
ability of the Juvenile Court to han- 
dle all persons subject to its juris- 
diction, and in this connection it is 
important to note that all children 
until they have reached their seven- 
teenth birthday are subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Juvenile Court 

If all these matters involving 
youngsters prior to their seventeenth 
birthday have been referred to the 
Juvenile Court, then the conclusion 
is inescapable that they, as a group, 


have not unduly transgressed our 
traffic regulations 
If these matters involving juve- 


niles have not been referred to the 
Juvenile Court, as they should have 
been, perhaps the fault lies with 
those agencies that take it upon 
themselves to exercise jurisdiction 
where they have no right to act 
The 16-year-old driver of an auto- 
mobile is not in any way immune 
from the law. He is as fully respon- 
sible for observing every phase of 
traffic laws’as any other laws. The 
Juvenile Court has never once re- 
fused to assume its full responsibil- 
ity in relation to all youngsters un- 
der 17, regardless of the nature of 
the offense.

The President’s Progress 


President Eisenhower has had his first visi- 
tors since his operation aside from members of 
his family and the White House staff. Konrad 
Adenauer, chancellor of West Germany, and 
Secretary of State Dulles have called at the 
presidential sick room in Walter Reed hospital 

The receiving of Chancellor Adenauer added 
strikingly to the presidential duties per 
formed since Mr. Eisenhower's major abdominal 
operation last Saturday. As related to the 
Washington correspondents by White House 
Press Secretary Hagerty. the President has al- 
ready taken on a surprising amount of work. 

Wednesday's ‘“‘work session’ with staff aides 
at the hospital was extended to 30 minutes. In 
that time, Mr. Hagerty said, the President 
signed ‘27 bills, documents and letters.” He 
also was reported as “starting to catch up on 
his personal correspondence.” 

Before announcing the Adenauer visit, the 
Press Secretary reported that his chief had ap- 
proved plans for a scheduled luncheon for 
Chancellor Adenauer with Vice President Nixon 
presiding; the conference on physical fitness of 
American youth set for next week, and the 
regular meeting of the National Security Coun- 
cil, again with Mr. Nixon at the head of the 
table 

As we noted vesterday, an appeal to the Sen- 
ate to restore the House’s cut of more than a 
billion dollars in foreign aid was reported to 
the press by Mr. Hagerty on behalf of the 
President. In the wake of this appeal has come 
the welcome though belated response of 10 
Republican members of the Senate. Rallying 
around Senator Smith of New Jersey, a strong 
G.O.P. backer ot foreign aid as a defense means, 
are: Bush and Purtell, Conn.; Allott, Colo.; Ives, 
N.Y.: Kucnel, Calif.: Flanders, Vt.: Payne, Me: 
Bender, O.; Duff, Pa.; and Case, N.J. 

This is precisely the kind of support the 
President deserves from the Republican side of 
the Senate and the stand by these 10 Senators 
ought to encourage similar announcements by 
other Republican Senators who hope to ride to 
victory with Mr. Eisenhower this fall 

Meantime the country is gratified by the 
reports of the President's courage in carrying 
on the duties of his office so soon after surgery. 
His conduct under these trving conditions is 
highly commendable. Millions of people at 
home and abroad are glad and relieved to read 
these reassuring reports. 

It is most unfortunate that the President 
should be strickén ill in the closing weeks of 
the congressional session and at a time, more- 
over, when international affairs are in a highly 
fluid state But it is also cheering to be ad- 
vised by the doctors that the President’s recov- 
ery is advancing rapidly and by his press officer 
that he is at work on the duties of his office 

This does not course that all the 
responsibilities of the presidency are being dis- 
charged as of now in the Walter Reed sickroom. 
The Washington correspondents have been writ- 
ing about the difficulties and the limitations

For example, the question of a second candidacy 
for Mr. Eisenhower is now revived and it will 
take several weeks doubtless for him anew to 
determine his course 

The President is entitled to an opportunity to 
think out this problem free from political pres- 
sures pro or con. Until his recovery permits 
this decision, the country will hope that he can 
add as much to his work load day by day as his 
convalescence will allow

A New Housing Bargain? 

The House Banking Committee has added a 
surprising new twist to the public housing game 
by recommending construction of 60,000 
rent dwellings a year for three years

Up to now, the rules of the game have called 
for the House to vote very little public housing 
or none. The Senate would vote a rather sub- 
Stantial program, the conference committee 
would strike a compromise, and the result 
would be a modest schedule of 20,000 or 35,000 
units a year

whopping big program—135,000 
dwellings a year for four years, which for the 
first time would come close to the intentions of 
the criginal Housing Act of 1949—the House 
committee is playing with fire.

Hail, Library 

One bath in 44 years would strike most people 
as infrequent, and that is the way it is at the 
St. Louis Public Library, too. Cass Gilbert's 
work has almost literally been unveiled in re- 
cent weeks. The accumulated dirt, smoke and 
varied other aerial sediment has been peeled 
off, inside and out 

To many St. Louisans, accustomed to walking 
by a solid shrouded chunk of a building, it has 
been something of a revelation to see an airy 
blonde sprite take the place of that gray ghost. 
The whole business has been a splendid re- 
minder that while the fingers of a precession of 
readers will soil the covers of a book in time, 
inside the literature remains as fresh and un- 
sullied as ever. It has been, in fact, a very ef- 
fective Renaissance, on a one-building scale, in 
keeping with the current civic theme of Progress 
(not. Decay). 

The washing was carried out in two install- 
ments, one of the glazed brick interior, the other 
of the Maine stone exterior. The surfaces were 
washed down with high-pressure steam and 
water mixed with chemicals. The entire job has 
taken about eight weeks and is now substan- 
tially completed. Superintendent of Buildings 
John R. Schlesinger reports the building was 
“unusually dirty, and we saw it on. the floor 
where the,streams of water brought the dirt 
down. It was,”’ Mr. Schlesinger assured us, 
“horrible.” 

Now that the Library is back out again where 
it can be seen, perhaps this is an apt time to 
remind St. Louisans, their neighbors and guests 
that the building is the work of Cass Gilbert 
who designed the Woolworth Building in New 
York, the Supreme Court Building in Washing- 
ton, the Minnesota and West Virginia state capi- 
tols, the City Art Museum of St. Louis, and the 
George Washington Bridge across the Hudson 
River.

spired, with little originality shown, but in gen- 
eral were safe and commonly approved,” says 
the Dictionary of American Biography, which 
nevertheless finds it remarkable that “one man 
could accomplish so much and do it so well.” 
Cass Gilbert “loathed the so-called functional 
architecture” and “was a great stickler for good 
solid construction.” 

Oddly enough, the cleaning of the Library has 
made it look more good and solid. Dirty, it had 
seemed perhaps a little ramshackle, in its own 
massive way, such being the illusion which un- 
tidiness produces. Owners of other buildings 
might consider this phenomenon in deciding 
whether to join in the general sprucing. Nothing 
like a thorough wash job to make a building 
look as though it is going to keep on standing up. 
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Where the City Should Lead 


The possibility of underground parking be- 
neath the proposed riverfront memorial has 
stimulated thought on the subject both in the 
Bi-State Development Agency and the Jefferson 
National Expansion Memorial Association. 

Downtown St. Louis already is short some 
6000 parking spaces. If the 3500 machines cur- 
rently parked on the riverfront were barred 
from the site the downtown parking situation 
would become nothing short of unbearable. 


The Bi-State Agency 1s reported to be study- 
ing revised plans for the $9,500,000 underground 
garage it first proposed in 1952. That facility 
would have handled 3760 vehicles, but it never 
advanced beyond the talking stage. The Agency 
now thinks it might be better to build the 
garage in sections, taking advantage of what- 
ever indirect Federal financial help might be 
available 

The Memorial Association, on the other hand, 
has just begun to examine the problem. It has 
appointed a distinguished committee to study 
all aspects of the underground garage possibility. 

However, neither the Memorial Association 
nor the Bi-State Agency is directly responsible 
for solving the city’s parking problem in gen- 
eral, or for the 3500 riverfront spaces in partic- 
ular. These are municipal responsibilities. Ac- 
tion on riverfront parking, like action on park- 
ing anywhere else, requires an active, alert and 
imaginative city program, as well as programs 
by other agencies. 

Mayor Tucker has announced that the position 
of city parking director will be created soon as 
part of a new division of the city government. 
Presumably this official will work with the Off- 
Street Parking Commission. 

Whatever the vehicle by which the city 
tackles the problem, the fact is that it does carry 
the principal responsibility for riverfront park- 
ing. St. Louisans will expect it to see that the 
need is met

Secretary Humphrey's New View 
It is less than a month since Secretary of 
the Treasury Humphrey told the Senate Finance 
Committee that he did not agree with the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board's latest restriction on credit. 

Now, testifying before a House subcommittee, 
Secretary Humphrey appears alongside Chair- 
man William McChesney Martin Jr. of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board to say that the current 
hesitation in business, generally agreed to have 
been brought on by the ‘“Fed's’” credit restric- 
tions, is “very wholesome.” 

Since employment remains relatively full, the 
economy would have been hit by price inflation 
had not demand been put under some restraints, 
says the Secretary. That is just what Chairman 
Martin was saying a month ago when he de- 
fended the “Fed's” fourth increase in discount 
rates. At that time. according to The Economist 
of London in its Washington correspondence, 
Mr. Humphrey disagreed with Mr. Martin be- 
cause he felt that tight money would curtail 
demand too much. 

It looks as if Chairman Martin has won the 
argument. If so, we salute Secretary Humphrey 
for acknowledging his error so quickly and for 
publicly putting himself on record. And we 
shall hope that what he calls the “rolling read- 
justment” in business will vindicate his judg- 
ment that what we are now experiencing is a 
“wholesome hesitation.”

\ Defense of Intellectuals 

In the excitement over President Eisenhower's 
operation it was widely overlooked that Vice 
President Nixon had made a speech in favor of 
eggheads 

The Vice President addressed the eo 3 
class of Lafayette College at Easton, Pa., and 
discussed the new Soviet line which Moscow is 
propounding. In meeting this challenge, he said, 
we may find ideas rather than military weapons 
more useful. In many parts of the world “the 
intellectual is not dismissed as an egghead” nor 
“the artist as a longhair,” he went on; if we 
are to appeal to people with such views, we 
must show that we are not “too materialistic to 
have such ideals,” that we are not “anti-intellec- 
tual, deficient in culture, or superficial in 
religion.” 

This sounds like a sensible speech. In all 
frankness, it sounds quite unlike the kind of 
speech we have been accustomed to hearing 
from Mr. Nixon. Perhaps this is contirmation 
of the theory that in the new phase of his 
career which is now unfolding Mr. Nixon in- 
tends to throw away his brass knucks, turn his 
back on political thuggery, and present an al- 
together new character to the people. The 
transformation will be watched with interest.

Putting Campaigns on T\ 

Senator Humphrey of Minnesota has Intro- 
duced a bill which tries to do something about 
assuring fair presentation of both sides of 
presidential campaigns on television. 

His measure, in addition to requiring TV 
stations and networks to sell equal time to 
major party candidates, would provide for a 
limited amount of free time. Presidential nomi- 
nees of major parties—defined as those which 
polled 4 per cent of the vote at the last elec- 
tion, or could present petitions signed by 1 per 
cent of the voters—would be allowed to re- 
quest a half-hour each week in September, an 
hour a week in October, and one hour in 
November. 

That wou.d amount to seven hours for each 
candidate over a period of some nine weeks. 
It does not seem too much to set aside once 
every four years for the highly important busi- 
ness of a presidential campaign. If the TV 
networks feel that they cannot possibly do 
without the revenue from commercial programs 
during this period, the Federal Government 
would be justified in buying the time in the 
name of the American people. 

Somebody, somehow, should take responsibil- 
ity for seeing to it that major and bona fide 
presidential candidates get equal access to a 
feasible minimum of TV time. 

If the TV networks will not do this as a 
public service, the Government should do it as 
a contribution to informed citizenship. 
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Why Hospital Care Costs So Much

The mounting cost of hospitalization 
is one of the most serious aspects of 
providing adequate medical care for 
the American people. 

In a recent article in the Journal of 
the American Hospital Association, Ray 
E. Brown, superintendent of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago Clinics and presi- 
dent of the American Hospital Associa- 
tion, analyzed the pressures behind the 
mounting costs and suggested some ten- 
tative solutions. 

One thing is certain—hospital costs 
have risen drastically in the last decade. 
In 1946 the average cost per patient 
per day in short-term general hospitals 
in the United States was $9.39. By 1954 
this figure had risen to $21.76. 

This is an increase of 132 per cent 
during a period in which the Consumer 
Price Index increased only 37.6 per 
cent. And while this consumer index 
has been almost stable since 1951, ris- 
ing a mere 0.5 per cent per year, the 
cost per patient per day has been in- 
creasing by 7 per cent per year. 

One major reason for what seems to 
be the disproportionate rise lies in the 
nature of hospital care itself, which 
is essentially a personal service opera- 
tion, not susceptible to mechanization. 

The only way in which hospitals can 
cut their labor costs is to have less 
skilled personnel take over the work of 
skilled personnel—and already it is 
being said that some hospitals have 
gone too far in this direction. 

The dimensions of the labor cost are 
shown by the fact that almost two-thirds 
of the slightly over five billion dollars 
spent by hospitals in 1954 was for 
payroll. 

One trouble is that increases in hos- 
pital labor costs reflect general in- 
creases in wages and salaries. In in- 
dustry these increases are somewhat 
absorbed by increases in labor pro- 
ductivity, which have been rising at a 
level of between 2 and 3 per cent per 
year. Unfortunately, such increases in 
productivity are not possible in hos- 
pitals. 

The situation is not @xpected to im- 
prove, because, as wages continue to 
rise and as hospitals are forced to com- 
pete in a general labor market, they 
will still not be able to improve their 
labor productivity. And the greater the 
productivity of labor outside the hos- 
pitals, the more real wages increase, 
the more hospital costs will increase. 

Another factor increasing hospital 
labor costs is that there is far more 


competition for female labor from in- 
dustry than there was before orld 
War II, when hospitals faced little 


competition in hiring women workers. 

The final contributing factor to hos- 
pital costs is the dramatic and accelerat- 
ing growth in the quality of hospital 


care. In 1946, for example. hospitals 
required 1.48 employes per patient- 
day. By 1954 the ratio had increased

to 1.98 employes. This increased num- 
ber of personnel has also partly 
stemmed from the introduction of the 
40-hour work week, although this con- 
tributes only about 10 per cent of the 
over-all increase of 34 per cent in per- 
sonnnel required in a modern hospital. 

The larger increase comes from new 
services and procedures required in 
diagnosis and treatment. Routine nurs- 
ing procedures per patient-day, for 
example, have increased 30 per cent in 
nine years. 

One factor working against the spiral- 
ing costs is the shortening of the 
length of hospitalization. In 1900 the 
average patient spent 40 days in the 
hospital; by 1946 the length of the aver- 
age stay was 9.1 days—which reflects 


the increased efficiency of hospital 
care. And by 1954 it had declined to 
7.8 days. 


Obviously, however, there are limits 
beyond which the length of the stay 
cannot be shortened. Furthermore, 
there has been a tendency to increase 
the: bill more for the shorter stay. 
While the average patient's stay de- 
creased from 9.1 to 7.8 days, the aver- 


_ age patient's bill practically doubled— 


from $88.45 to $169.73. 


One factor that raises hospital costs 
is the fact that overhead continues on 
empty beds. The average occupancy of 
hospital beds has decreased during the 
nine years from 72 per cent to 71 per 
cent. 


Careful planning cannot. entirely 
eliminate this factor. A Cook County 
(Ill.) survey of maternity beds showed 
that average occupancy was 69 per cent. 
Lowest occupancy during the year was 
37 per cent, and the highest occupancy 
was 101 per cent. 

Another economic factor involved is 
the size of the hospital. Two-thirds of 
the over five thousand hospitals open 
in 1954 had fewer than 100 beds, and 
one out of every five of all hospitals 
had less than 25 beds. 


Occupancy drops with the drop in size 
of the hospitals. The hospitals with 
less than 25 beds averaged 65.6 per 
cent occupancy, while those with more 
than 300 beds averaged 78.1 per cent 
occupancy. Growth of suburbs is prob- 
ably accelerating the development of 
small hospitals with increased costs 

In 1954 one American out of eight 
was hospitalized. What the specific 
solutions are is difficult to predict. One 
such solution, however, may well be 
the kind of “hospital hotel,”’ long advo- 
cated by Dr. Lowell T. Coggeshall, dean 
of the University’s Division of Biologi- 
cal Sciences. 

Here, convalescing patients and pa- 
tients in for diagnostic purposes and 
various treatments could perform many 
services for themselves and so be main- 
tained in hospital rooms at costs well 
below those now: required.

Between Book Ends 


Verchant Seamen at War 


SEA WAR, by Felix Riesenberg. (Rinehart & Co 

320 pgs., $5 

World War II is without doubt the 
best documented of all wars, what with 
all the multivolumed histories that have 
accumulated on our bookshelves. But 
one notable gap has existed in our his- 
tory of the war at sea: a general ac- 
count of the activities of the American 
merchant marine in the years of com- 
bat. This book by Mr. Riesenberg 
(whose father, incidentally, was a dis- 
tinguished writer on the sea) goes some 
distance towards rectifying that omis- 
sion, although the full story has yet 
to be told, as the present author would 
probably be the first to admit. 

Essential parts of the narrative, un- 
like the material’ made available to 
armed forces historians, is scattered all 
over the world wherever seafaring men 
may be found. Some of their reports 
have, in fact, never yet been committed 
to writing. Mr. Riesenberg has done a 
notable job of col- 
lecting eyewitness 
accounts for his 
book, and I am not 
surprised to learn 
it took him some 
five years to pre- 
pare. 

The United States 
did not officially 
enter the war un- 
til Pearl: Harbor at 
the end of 1941, 
but some of its 
merchant ships 
went down in the 
so-called “twilight” 
war which began in 
September 1939. In those early days, 
with an embargo on cargoes for Eu- 
rope, the position of the American mer- 
chant mariner was not an enviable one, 
as the book makes clear. They hung 
around ashore without work, roistering, 
waiting and resentigg the authority of 
the young Navy men sent to investigate. 
But once the call came to go to sea and 
run the gantlet of the U-boats, they 
faced the ordeal with courage. 

The book tells a rousing story of 
their performance. At the end of the 
war, when the record was compiled, 
the figures were impressive—733 large 
ships sent to the bottom with the loss 
of 5638 seamen. In the meantime this 
nation built a fantastic 5500 merchant 
vessels, mostly Liberty ships, many of 
them still moth-balled in our harbors. 

The going was toughest in the Atlan- 
tic, the Caribbean and in the Pacific. 
Even on the fiendish Murmansk run (so 
memorably pictured in Alistair Mac- 
Lean’s novel, “H.M.S. Ulysses’) Ameri- 
can merchantmen were heavily in- 
volved. The losses there in ships and 
men were hair-raising, but, as Mr. Rie- 
senberg notes, sixteen and a half mil- 
lion tons of cargo were safely delivered 
through hell and high water. 


Being a seaman on a sluggish mer- 
chentman in submarine-infested ship- 
ping lanes was no picnic, but somebody 
had to do it. This is the story of the 
men who did.

The Bible in Art 


THE BOOK OF BOOKS IN ART, introduction by 
Stephen S$. Kayser. (Shengoid Publishers, $7.50.)

“Christ Healing the Sick” is

Just across Gallery W is “The 
Three Crosses,” an etching fin- 
ished four years later in 1653. 
It is done in bolder lines, with 
not so much fine detail. The 
light seems to rain down from 
top center onto the central 
crucifix, and the crosses of the 
robbers are at either side. 
Mounted men and other specta- 
tors crowd beneath the hanging 
figures 

“The Three Trees,” one of 
the prints lent by the Chicago 
Art Institute, is a landscape 
showing trees on a hill-mass at 
right and a flat plain at left 
One has the impression a thun- 
dershower has just cleared the 
air, for at far left a few slant- 
ing strokes indicate that it is 
still raining. 

The exhibition has a number 
of other Rembrandt prints quite 
as notable as those mentioned 
There are: “Christ Preaching” 


(1652); “The Good Samaritan” 
(1633): “Annunciation to the 
Shepherds” (1634); “The Return 
of the Prodigal Son” (1636): 
“Death of the Virgin’ (1639): 
“Faust in His Study” (1651): 


“Christ at Emmaus” (1654), and 
others. 

Some of the most interesting 
etchings to look at, in fact, are 
the practice plates which Rem- 
brandt crowded with graceful

WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP) 
Secretary of Agriculture Ben- 
son said yesterday he is satis- 
fied with the conduct of federal 
farm programs in Missouri by 
the three-member Missouri Ag- 


ricultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation committee. 
Operations of this committee 
appointed by Benson, have been 
under attack by some members 
of the Senate agriculture sub- 
committee headed by Senator 
Humphrey (Dem.), Minnesota. 
The subcommittee questioned 
Undersecretary True D. Morse 
and other Department of Agri- 
culture officials earlier this 
week on complaints that some 
members of the committee had 
“played politics” and had taken 
action beyond their authority in 


hiring county office managers 
to help administer the pro- 
rams. 


‘Pretty Good Committee. 

Benson said “we have a pret- 
ty good committee” in Missouri 
and that the programs are op- 
ating well. He made his com- 
ments when questioned at a 
news conference about the con- 
gressional hearing. 

Benson himself had 
asked to appear at the 
but did not do so 
other engagements. He did not 
say, in replying to a question, 
whether he would appear later. 

The Secretary said «he. was 
convinced that changes made by 
him in the Department's system 
of state and, county farmer*com- 
mittees have been good. ones. 
Those changes: largely. turned 
operation of the programs over 
to county office managéys, leav- 
ing the farmer commiftees to 
act merely as directors.

Stephen Oliver, who sealed 
the corn, reported to him, Hay- 
good said, that Colbert's bin was 
empty except for about 120 
bushels Later, Colbert . paid 
back the loan, Haygood said. 

Haygood said Colbert  ac- 
cused him of spreading the 
word that he was a “converter.” 
Havgood told the subcommittee 
that shortly afterwards he re- 
signed as county committeeman 

Got Permission to Sell. 


Replying to the charges, Col- 
bert declared that “there is no 
evidence | ever converted a 
loan. A man lies if he says I 
was a converter of corn.’ 

Colbert said that before he 
sold the corn, Oliver gave him 
permission to make the sale 
since it was a “normal pro- 
cedure” in Montgomery county. 


When Humphrey asked 
whether it was still “normal 
procedure” to sell crops which 
are under government loan, Col- 
bert said “not any more, and it 
should never have been.”

have hurt our allies, France and 
England, if Germany had been 
permitted to sink into economic 
chaos after its defeat. 

But now, eleven years after 
the war, I am able to report 
that I am well pleased wit 
what I have seen of the eco- 
nomic situation in Europe and 
the apparent friendliness of the 
people in Europe have for our 
country 


Of course, I was impressed 
with the richness of the Loire 
valley. The Loire is one of the 
most fertile valleys in the world 
It is comparable to the valleys 
of the Nile and our own Mis- 
sissippi, although not as large 
as either. They raise all sorts 
of crops in the Loire valley, the 
same kind that are grown in 
any temperate climate, but their 
main crops are wheat and hay 


Reaction at Versailles. 


We drove out of Paris at 10 
am. Saturday and arrived at 
Versailles to see the palace and 
the garden. This beautiful place 
resulted from the extravagance 
of King Louis XIV, the “Grand 
Monarque” who gave the his- 
toric explanation of the Bour- 
bon attitude toward government 
when he said, “I am the State.” 


That attitude is the exact op- 
posite of the Abraham Lincoin 
concept of “government of the 
people, by the people and for 
the people.” What always was 
most important to me in the 
Lincoln definition was the 
phrase “by the people.” Be- 


cause if the Government is run 
by the people it almost cer-| 
tainly will be run for the- 
people

Rise of 100 Disclosed by 
. Lt. Gen. Irvine in Tes- 


timony to Senator 


Subcommittee. 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP) 
—Air Force testimony that it 
plans a fleet of 600 B-52 inter- 
continental jet bombers by 1959 
was released yesterday by a 
Senate subcommittee. 

The new air power goal, in- 
creased by 100 planes, was dis- 
closed with the publication of 
heavily censored closed-door 
testimony by Lt. Gen. C. S. 
Irvine, deputy chief of staff in 
charge of Air Force production. 

He appeared before the Sen- 
ate air power investigating sub- 


committee which last month 
heard testimony that, as of 
then, the Air Force had taken 
delivery of 47 B-52’s. 


Irvine told the subcommittee 
that the old goal of 500 B-52’s 
was discarded recently when 
future production targets were 
advanced from 17 to 20 bomb- 
ers a month. 

Gen. Curtis E. Lemay, chief 
of the Strategic Air Command, 
has told the group that in re- 
cent months five or six B-52’s 
have been’ produced’ each 
month. But he said defects in 
small component parts had de- 


layed acceptance of most of 
these. 
Irvine said the production 


goal for B-52’s was formerly 12 
a month—or 400 by 1959. Sub- 
sequent step-ups in production 
goals “would get us up to 598 
airplanes,” he testified. 

Calling himself an Air Force 
“oldtimer,” Irvine said his 
“personal feeling” is that the 
United States still leads Rus- 
sian air power “on the broad 
front.” 

“The thing that worries us 
oldtimers,” he continued, “is 
the rate at which they (the 
Russians) have been closing the 
gap, and the obvious inference, 
unless very positive action is 
taken on a very broad front in 
this country, they are going to 
be ahead of us in all areas.” 

Irvine agreed with previous 
Air Force witnesses that any 
nuclear war probably would be 
decided with aircraft and weap- 
ons then available. 

Their thinking is fhat enemy 
attacks could knock out all pro- 
duction centers or cripple them 
so badly they would be of little 
use. 

Irvine said that is why he 
asked Boeing aircraft to set up 
a second factory—at Wichita, 
Kan.—for production of the 
B-52 in addition to the first one 
at Seattle. 

He said, “We thought Seat- 
tle could be one of the possible 
targets’ for nuclear attack. 

Irvine said the two Boeing 
factories could easily produce 
45 B-52’s a month but this 
would increase costs because it 
would be a short time oper- 
ation. 

He disclosed that the first 
two B-52’s cost the Air Force 
$50,000,000 each, but that the 


cost now, including all equip- 
ment, is less than $8,500,000 
each. 


General Denies He Is Retiring 
Due to Service Row. 
WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP) 
—Brig. Gen. Lyal C. Metheny, 
chief of the Army general staff 
policy co-ordinating section last 
night flatly denied reports he 
will retire as an outgrowth of 
the recent inter-service quarrel. 
Metheny told a reporter that 
any report that he was retiring 
for that reason “simply cannot 
be true because I have not ap- 

plied for retirement.” 

Metheny added he had talked 
about leaving active duty for 
a long time, and that as early 
as one year ago he had asked 
his superiors to give him final 
assignment.

Kenzie, Tenn., died of a heat 
stroke “as established by au- 
topsy.” 

Everett died May 22, eight 


hours after he collapsed on duty 
at the Great Lakes Naval Train- 


ing Center. He had been as- 
Signed to a “restraining sec- 
tion’ for the day because, his 
superiors said, he “talked back” 


to an officer who found him 
off limits in a barracks 

He was assigned to rifle drill 
and complained of arm cramps. 
Everett did not execute the 
movements properly, his com- 
. reported, and was as- 
washroom cleaning 
he said he was 


manade 
igned to a 
detail when 
tired 

He was taken to a hospital 
when found unconscious in the 
washroom and he died that 


evening 


The three-man board said 
Everett “had been assigned no 
duties other than those pre- 
scribed by the instructions of 
the recruit training command.” 


Everett's father, Glen, said in 


Lansing his son was in good 
condition and wa customed 
to heavy farm work. He had 


completed eight weeks of the 
nine-week “boot” training peri- 
od. 

The board said it interviewed 
44 witnesses, including recruits, 
members of the training com-

The measure would be re- 
troactive to January 1954, in- 
validating any decision since 
then which overturns any pre- 
vious decision which had been 
in effect for 50 years or more. 

Vinson told a reporter this 
would wipe out the school anti- 
segregation decision. 

The bill was sent to the 
House Judiciary Committee for 
consideration.

Vinson insisted the bill is 
constitutional and that Con- 


gress has the right to limit the 
court’s jurisdiction except in 


cases, enumerated by the Con- 
stitution, affecing ‘ambassa- 
dors, other public ministers 
and counsels and those _ in 
which a state shall be a party.”

Report by Selanne: pnedemny Describing All 


Radiation as Hazardous Brings 
Quick Reactions. 


NEW YORK, June 14 (AP)— 
authorities today de- 
scribed as “unfortunate and 
misleading” a report by the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences 
that medical and dental X-rays 
are a hazard to human life. 

Dr. Herbert L. Taub, presi- 
dent of the New York State 
Dental Society, said that with 
modern dental techniques and 
equipment, there could be no 
danger to reproductive organs, 
as suggested by the report. 

He said the report has 
“caused needless apprehension 
to hundreds of dental patients” 
—and that many dentists had 
reported patients calling to can- 
cel appointments for X-ray ex- 
aminations of their teeth. 

Dr. Samuel S. Wald, associate 
professor of radiology at New 
York University College of 
Dentistry, also said that dental 
X-rays properly made with 
proper modern apparatus “will 
have no harmful effects.’ 

The Academy of Sciences re- 
port, issued Tuesday in Wash- 
ington after a year-long study, 
said radiation from any source 
—Bombs, nuclear research or 
X-rays was “often harmful” to 
life. 

The report, devoted to the 
over-all health factors involved 
in radiation from atomic experi- 
ments and other sources,. said 
any amount of radiation, how- 
ever small, was hazardous from 
a genetic or hereditary stand- 
point. 

Dr. Taub, noting that the re- 
port mentioned potentia] dan- 
ger to the gonads, or sex 
glands, said the report referred 
only to “total body exposure to 
radiation.” 

“In taking dental X-ray pic- 
tures,” he said, “we now use 
Mractional second exposures and 
scientific filtering, as well as 
controlled pinpointing of ex-

equipment. Thus, the amount of 
radiation reaching the gonads 
is nil.” 

Dr. Wald. said that since den- 
tal X-rays were first used in 
1895, “millions of dental pa- 
tients have been X-rayed. Inso- 
far as we know, there is no 
record of any ill effects of 
X-ray examination of a single 
one 


“On the basis of exhaustive 


experience, we can state un- 
equivocally that dental X-ray 
exposures properly made with 


approved modern X-ray appara- 
tus today will have no harmful 
effects on patients if used ac- 
cording to prescribed methods 
of procedure "

ATOMIC POWER 


Claims by Private Util- 
| ities Misleading, Gore 
and Anderson 
Charge. 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP) 
—Senators Albert Gore (Dem.), 
Tennessee, and Clinton Ander- 
son (Dem.), New Mexico, ridi- 
culed in Senate speeches yes- 
terday a full-page advertise- 
ment by private power com- 
panies extolling American prog- 
lress in the atomic power field. 

Gore, a member of the Sen- 
ate-Housing Atomic Energy 
|Committee, said the ad would 
“mislead and nisinform the 
American people.” He is author 
of a bill under which the Fed- 
eral Government would build 
six big atomic power projects. 
He said this is necessary to give 
this nation leadership in de- 
veloping the new energy source 

The advertisement said that 
the United States had already 
completed 55 nuclear reactors, 
or furnaces, and has 35 more 
either under construction or 
planned 

This total of 90 exceeds those 
for all other nations combined, 
it said. It listed Russia as hav- 
ing six completed and 11 build- 
ing or planned. 

But Anderson, chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Committee, 
Said the great majority of the 
55 reactors listed as completed 


had nothing whatsoever to do 
with power 

One, he said, was the first 
atomic pile ever built; it was 
operated successfully by the 
University of Chicago in 1942. 
Another, Anderson said, was 
the reactor which powers the 
submarine Nautilus 

Gore said that not a single 
one of the 55 reactors pro- 
duces power in commercial 
quantities.

The eight-player transaction, 
largest involving the Cardinals 
in many years, followed a series 
of manpower manipulations by 
Trader Lane and left the Red- 
birds with only 11 of 40 players 
who were on the club’s roster 
and reserve list when the en- 
ergetic 60-year-old baseball 
executive took over as general 
manager last October. 


Lane’s Reasons. 


Lane justified dealing the 
brilliant and popular Schoen- 
dienst, frankly considered a | 


physical risk because of a case 
history of eye and recurrent 
throwing-arm trouble, to stabi- 
lize shortstop and first base, 
two positions disturbing de- 
fensively. 

Since Manager Fred Hutch- 
inson had been a party to con- 
ferences with Vice President 
Charles (Chub) Feeney of the 
Giants, it seemed _ probable 
Hutchinson concurred on 
changes that would put Dark at 
shortstop, Lockman at first base 
and return hard-hitting Wally 
Moon to the outfield. 

Blasingame to Second. 

The trade’s result would be 
to establish two other regulars 
for the Cardinals with Blas- 
ingame moving to second base. 
where both Hutchinson and 
Lane felt he would have a bet- 
ter chance defensively to match 
his offensive potential, and 
strong-armed rookie Hal Smith 
succeeding Sarni as first-string 
catcher 

“We let Schoendienst go with 
great reluctance, naturally,” 
said Lane, “but to get a star 
like Dark you've got to give a 
star. I don’t say Al is as great 
as he was five years ago. No 
one is, not even Red. We, 
Hutch and I, were certain, 
though, 
to stay up in the pennant race 
with our defense at first base 
and shortstop. I believe we've 
helned our pitching a bit by 


getting Liddle and, frankly, 
Hutch had been figuring on 
Smith taking over as No. 


catcher on the strength of his 
showing so far. Sure, Brandt 
could come back to haunt us, 
but. again, we're concerned 
about 1956 and not the future.”

He quickly became 
a standout shortstop, base-run- 
ner and sharp hitter noted for 
hts ability to spray the ball to 
all fields. Playing for three 
pennant-winning clubs—Boston 
in 1948 and New York in ’'51 
and '54—he has hit over .300 
five times in his career with 
a lifetime average of .295.

Modern-Day Danger 
For Nesting Birds 


By Leonard Hall 


Bivins JUNE is a time when many songbirds are 


bringing their ycung off the nest. It is also, in 

farming country, a hazardous period for the ground- 
nesting apecies; and especially for those that nest in 
the meadows and 
hay fields. No mat- 
ter how careful the 
farmer may be or 
how anxious to pro- 
tect the birds, the 
tractor-mower Is like- 
ly to uncover and 
thus destroy nests of 
the meadowlark, 
dickcissel, horned 
lark, Bobwhite and 
the small sparrows. 

In the old days of 
horse-drawn machin- 
ery, a flushing bar 
attached to the front 
end of the mower 
tongue ahead of the 
horses was generally 
effective in flushing 
the mother bird. This 
bar is merely a long, 
light pole such as a 
cane fishing pole with two or three light pieces of 
chain attached to it. These drag through the grass 
ahead of the mower blade and when the bird flushes, 
the blade can be lifted to avoid the nest. Unfortu- 
nately, the tractor mower travels so fast that even 
when a flushing bar is used, the operator often lacks 
time to raise the blade. And when the eggs are un- 
covered, even though they may not be injured, it is 
seldom that the brooding birds will return.

WE WERE FORTUNATE this year in that the al- 
falfa and clover were ready nearly three weeks earlier 
than usual and were cut and in the barn before many 
birds had nested. Now our next cutting will be the 
oats harvest in a week or 10 days, by which time we're 
hopeful many young birds will have hatched and left 
their nests. We see pairs of bobwhites alighting in 
the oats fields; more of them than for several years. 
But with the fine weather, this week should see the 
very peak of the hatching season. In addition, we're con- 
vinced that our two or more miles of multiflora rose 
hedges, plus the wildlife patches we've fenced out of 
the pastures, provide many nesting sites that are pro- 
tected throughout the entire hatching season. And 
while we don’t hear a great many unmated cocks 
whistling, we see so many pairs that we feel certain 
of the biggest hatch of bobwhites in several years. 

As for other species, we're certain that they, too, 
take advantage of the nesting cover we provide. The 
other evening, just before sunset, we heard a young 
bird making a terrible fuss out in the rose hedge along 
the lane. It sounded as though a blacksnake might 
have found a nest of fledglings and somehow managed 
to climb up through the thicket of thorns. I went 
rushing out and soon discovered a shrike perched on 
the hedge; a bird so large that I first thought it must 
be an injured adult. It showed no fear whatever and, 
after examining it from a distance of no more than 
six feet, I made certain it was an immature youngster. 
Evidently it was one of a brood that had just left the 
nest and its plumage, while fully developed, was 
slightly speckled. The little fellow seemed so devoid 
of fear that I hurried to the house for the camera, set 
up my tripod and made several sequences of color 
film before it finally flew to the top of the hedge and 
then to the phone wire. Later in the evening, hearing 
more complaints from the hedge, we went out and 
found the rest of the family—three youngsters all 
ready to fly.

THE SHRIKE is a handsome bird marked in gray, 
white and black and is sometimes mistaken for a 
mockingbird, although the two are actually quite dif- 
ferent. It has the distinction of being the only bird 
of prey which is classed by the ornithologists as a 
songbird; and this has always seemed to me a long 
stretch of the imagination. It is true that mich of 
the shrike’s prey consists of big grasshoppers, beetles, 
lizards, frogs, mice and very small snakes. Yet is in 
no way averse to attacking any small songbird; such 
species as the field sparrow, English sparrow, indigo 
bunting and goldfinch serving as its food when the 
opportunity arises.

The shrike has the unpleasant habit of impaling its 
game upon any sharp spike which is handy, the thorn 
of a locust or hawthorn, a sharply broken twig or even 


the barb on a wire fence. One reason for this habit is 
undoubtedly that the feet of the shrike aren't power- 
ful enough to be used for tearing its game into pieces 
of edible size. But anyone who has ever spent a coun- 
try summer must have had the experience of coming 
upon an impaled lizard, snake or small frog which the 
shrike has gone away and left uneaten. Whether it 
intends to come back when it gets hungry is something 
the ornithologists haven't been able to answer. At any 
rate, shrikes are. commonly called butcher birds and 
it is easy to see why. 

We've had fun watching a pair of Carolina wrens. 
They've hatched a family of youngsters in a gourd 
which hangs in the lilac bush beside the west porch 
where we eat most of our meals. All day long and 
far into the evening, both parents are busy bringing 
in caterpillars, moths, wasps, beetles and other in- 
sects; some of them nearly as big as the baby birds. 
How many trips they make during a day !s something 
I've never tried to count, though I have it on good 
authority that the number may run to 2000 or more, 
which makes a pair of Carolina wrens something of an 
economic asset to a farmer.

INCIDENTALLY, these birds mind human beings 
not at all and will let us stand within arms length of 
the gourd as they go in and out, merely making a 
small fluttering dis with the wings as they arrive 
in the vicinity of the nest. In the same way, they seem 
not to be disturbed by the dogs and will come and go 
with old Mike sleeping at the base of the lilac bush. 
But the other morning we woke to find a stray kit- 
ten crying on the doorstep; a tiny thing no bigger than 
a tennis ball and far too young to have been separated 
from its mother. Within hours it had adjusted itself 
to a diet of warm milk and dog feed and was spitting 
at Tiger like any tom-cat.

International Flavor for Green Beans 


Recipes From Armenia to Vienna Will Give Food a Foreign Touch 


By Hoyt Alden 


F course everybody knows 

it's ty hard te beat 

green cooked long 
and lovingly and flavored only 
with a ham hock, an onion and 
some salt and pepper, but in 
case you want to try something 
different with your green 
beans, fix them the way the 
Armenians do. 

They put a couple of table- 
spoons of oi] in pan over 
a moderate flame. Then add a 
half cup of finely chopped 
onions and let them cook for 
one minute. Stirring them now 
and then, of course. After that 
a half pound of chopped lamb. 
Season it with salt and pepper. 

Let it cook until the meat is 
slightly browned. While this is 
happening éut a pound of green 
beans diagonally in inch lengths 
and add them to the mixture. 
Blend them together and then 
add an eight-ounce can of to- 
mato sauce, followed by a 
three-ounce can of chopped, 
broiled mushrooms, Bring it to 
a boil, cover and let it simmer 
until the beans are tender. 

In Vienna, on the other hand, 
they cook them like this, and 
love them: 

Clean a couple of pounds of 
green beans, cut them in small 
pieces and cook them in salted 
water for at least 20 minutes. 

In another vessel melt a 
couple of tablespoons of fat, 
blend in a couple of tablespoons 
of flour, add a chopped onion, 
and stir it while the onion 
browns. Then add a tablespoon 
of chopped dill, a half cup of 
soup stock, and bring it to a 
boil. When this mixture and the 
beans are done, combine them. 
Then add a tablespoon of vine- 
gar, a cup of sour cream, a 
little chopped parsley and salt 
and pepper to taste. Bring it 
all to a boil again and serve it 
while it’s hot.

well worth trying. 

Wash three pounds of green 
beans and then slice them

lengthwise, in the French man- 
ner. Have a pan of well salted 
water boiling on the stove. Drop 
in the beans, along with a sprig 
of parsley. Cover them and 
bring them back to a boil as fast 
as possible. Then cook them 
until they are tender. 


There's a lot of difference of 
opinion on just when is a green 
bean tender. Some people in- 
sist they are tender when 
they're still only about two- 
thirds done. Others go to the op- 
posite extreme and directions 
for cooking a tender bean will 
run all the way from 10 minutes 


to 25 minutes. You cook them 

the way you think they're tend- 

er and the way you like them. 

ewe I like a well cooked 
ean. 


When they're tender to suit 
your fancy, drain them, take 
out the parsley and cover them 
with cold water. Let them 
stand a few minutes. Drain 
them again, and then dry them 
like you do potatoes for French 
frying. 

Now put a fourth of a pound 
of butter in a big pan. When 
it’s melted, add the beans, 
along with salt to taste and some 


freshly ground black pepper. 
Let it heat for about five min- 
utes, shaking the pan. When 
they’re ready to serve squeeze 
a quarter of a lemon over them 
and sprinkle on some chopped 
parsley, and you'll like it. 

The Italians, naturally, like 
their green beans in a sauce. 
With garlic, of course. Here's 
how they do it: 

Brown a clove of garlic in 
three tablespoons of olive oil 
in a big sauce pan. Add a can 
of tomato juice and a cup of 
boiling water. Or, if you're fond 
of tomato, use two cans of juice 
and no water. 

Bring it to a boil and add a 
pound of string beans. Cover it 
and let it simmer for 20 min- 
utes. Then salt it, bring it to 
a boil and serve it up.

TRING BEANS can be made 

into a pretty good salad for 

hot weather, and one of the 
best ways to do it is this way: 

Clean and wash a pound of 
string beans, put them in a 
sauce pan and cover with 
boiling water. Let them boil for 
15 to 20 minutes, to suit your 
— Salt them when they're 
one. 


Now drain them and put them 
in the refrigerator. While they're 
chilling, mix together vigorous- 
ly three tablespoons of olive oil, 
a tablespoon of wine vinegar, a 
minced clove of garlic and salt 
and pepper to taste. 

Put the chilled ‘beans on 
crisp lettuce leaves and cover 
them with the dressing. 

Or, you can chill your cooked 
green beans and pour over them 
a dressing made of half olive 
oil, half vinegar, salt and a few 
drops of Tabasco. Surround the 
salad with quartered tomatoes 
and quartered hard boiled eggs, 
and it makes a real good salad. 

If you want to dress up just 
plain, boiled green beans, try 
adding almonds that have been 
roasted and slivered, or diced 
crisp bacon. They're also good 
with mushrooms, but like I say, 
it’s hard to beat a pot of green 
beans cooked with a ham hock, 
an onion, and salt and pepper. 
And cooked, for my money, a 
good long time.

Difficult Decision 


By Peter J. Steincrohn, M.D. 


EAR DR. STEINCROHN: My husband has gallstones. I 
[) suppose that isn’t unusual, but he has another condition 

that poses a problem. He had an attack of coronary 
thrombosis about two years ago. He was doing nicely until 
about three months ago 
when he began to com- 
plain of indigestion. He 
has had nausea after eat- 
ing. He has been unable 
to finish the simplest meal 
and has been losing weight 
and strength. His doctor 
ordered X-rays of his gall- 
bladder and these showed 
that it was filled with 
stones. Ordinarily, there 
wouldn't be any problem 

“eee, «Cat all. He'd go into the 
DR. PETER STEINCROHN hospital, have his gallblad- 
der out and that would take care of that. 

But what I am concerned about is operation on a man 
who had a severe coronary attack only a few years ago. 
How dangerous is it? Would it be better to treat his condi- 
tion medically in the hope that he will feel better? 
Can't he put off operation until he has an acute attack of 
gallbladder pain and jaundice? I'd never forgive myself if 
I let him be operated on and something happened. This is 
an awfully difficult and worrisome decision to make.— 
Mrs. J.J.N. 
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Answer: I have been faced with such a decision many 
times. And it hasn't been easy to make. Every case is a 


problem unto itself. For example, consider the man who 
has no indigestion. He has a gallbladder workup as part of 
a routine investigation. We find stones. He is 45 years old 
and had a coronary thrombosis at 41. What to do? 

My advice to such a patient is to let well enough alone. 
I advise against operation and tell him to keep his fingers 
crossed. He may go through life without a gallbladder at- 
tack. If he does have one, the problem will have to be met 
at that time. 

I realize there is a group that suggests operation as 
soon as X-rays indicate the presence of stones. I do not go 
along with that. Many people with a small handful of stones 
in their gallbladder go through to old age without a symp- 
tom referable to gallstones. If this is true for people who 
have never had any trouble with their heart, I believe it is 
good judgment not to subject a coronary patient to what 
may be an unnecessary operation.

band of Mrs. J. J. N. Here is a man who not only has gall- 
stones “on a picture” but has stones that are producing 
symptoms that are “running him down.” He is losing weight, 
suffering daily discomforts and becoming weaker. 

I would review his coronary condition. Has there been 
any recent change in his electrocardiogram? Is his sedimen- 
tation rate behaving? Is there any increasing cardiac en- 
largement? Are there any symptoms of heart failure like 
cough, ankle swelling or increased frequency of anginal 
pains? 

If a careful examination reveals no “activity” of the 
coronary process, I would advise operation. Those gall- 
stones (end the gallbladder) had better come out while her 
husband is in good condition and able to withstand surgery. 

Unlike people with stones and without symptoms, un- 
less operated, he is likely to have complications that may 
come suddenly. That is what we want to guard against. 
Goronary patients do not do as well in emergency opera- 
tions. But they do well when we have time to prepare them 
carefully and without haste.

The Pros and Cons of Going Steady 


Some Circumstances Listed When It's Wiser Not to—Rules for Recovering From a Breakup

This is the last in a series of 
five articles for teen-agers, 
taken from “Facts of Life and 
Love for Teen-Agers,” just pub- 
lished ‘by Association Press. 
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HERE must be good reasons 
T tor going steady, because so 

many people do it! As a 
matter of fact, we find many 
reasons that young people re- 
trict their dates to one person 
to the exclusion of others. 


One of the reasons mentioned 
most frequently by young peo- 
ple is that they like that one 
person better than anyone else. 
This is understandable. In any 
given community there will be 
congenial and not-so-congenial

Ode to Steel Wool 


E don’t know the name of 
W ine man who _ invented 

steel wool, and no one 
we've asked knows either. All 
of which is a great shame be- 
cause stee] wool is one of the 
better inventions of our age. 


Most people know that steel 
wool is a fine thing to use on 
cleaning pots and pans, and 
lots of us have found it better 
than sandpaper for smoothing 
wood especially if the surface 
we are working on is rounded 
or curved. 

Steel wool—fine steel wool 
that is—is great for remo?\ing 
stains from flooring of almost 
any type. Simply dampen the 
steel] wool with water and rub 
gently over the stain. 

Course steel wool is good for 
removing paint and is fine to 
use to remove paint that has 
been softened up with a paint 
remover. A pad of steel wool 
dampened with denatured al- 
cohol will take off shellac like 
nothing you've ever seen. 

If you don’t have a regvla- 
tion type masonry anchor, drill 
a hole in the masonry and tnen 
pack with steel wool. Aun a 
regular wood screw into the 
steel wool and it will hold just 
fine. 

If you’ve got to patch a hole 
in a hollow plaster wall, stuff 
some steel wool into the cavity 
and apply the patching plaster 
over the steel wool. 

Fine steel wool and 
powdered whiting ~ will 
stains off of stainless steel. 

One slight disadvantage of 
steel wool is that the sharp 
little bits of iron can give you 
a nasty cut and if the wool is 
rusted this can give you a nasty 
infection. It’s best, therefore, 
to wear some sort of 
gloves when working with steel 
wool whether you are doing the 
dishes or removing paint.

BUT THE FACT which ap- 
palled me was that 10 per cent 
of all prisoners of war in- 
formed on their fellow prison- 
ers at least once during cap- 
tivity. 

One should not be surprised 
at this, I suppose, because being 
a prisoner of war doesn't neces- 
sarily change one's feelings. 
And if you dislike someone, it 
is natural to report on him 
even though, as a fellow pris- 
oner, you should have a more 
friendly relationship with him. 

The collaborators, of course, 
returned to freedom in better 
health than did the others, for 
they received better treatment 
from the enemy. But those who 
resisted returned with fewer 
neurotic symptoms, an indica- 
tion that those who collaborated 
knew it was the wrong thing 
to do.

PERHAPS the captain failed 
to follow his chart closely 
enough, On the other hand he 
may have seen an island which 
looked entirely different. Sci- 
entific records indicate that the 
eruptions (there were sevéral of 
them) blew away two thirds of 
Krakatoa. 

Other blasts have destroyed 
the tops of volcanic cones in 
various parts of the globe. On 
one of the Canary Islands 
is a huge pit known as La Cal- 
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NGORO CRATER. 


dera. It is a volcanic crater with 
a rim half a mile high. The dt- 
ameter of that crater is as great 
as three and a half miles. 

* * . 

AN EXTREMELY INTER- 
ESTING crater is in Tanganyi- 
ka, a section of eastern Africa. 
It is known as Ngoro and has a 
diameter of 12 miles. That 
makes it the largest crater on 
earth, and in addition it is a 
natural zoo. The ground Inside 
Ngoro is composed of rich soil, 
and supplies food for grazing 
animals. 

It has been estimated that 
more than 50,000 wild animals 
go into Ngoro Crater. Among 


them are zebras, rhinos, hippos, 
antelopes and buffaloes. Lions 
and leopards are among the 
beasts which prey on the graz- 
ing animals.
